ed the girl was the Winters child. 


This morning the officials heard of 
a family of three children, two girls 
and a boy , liv ing betw’een here and 
New Salem. 
The oldest girl, they 
learned, was not attending school. 


It w’as 
the 
family 
of 
William 
Brooks, 
who 
worked 
for 
J ames 
Oneal, the officials found, w’hen they 
v isited the Brooks home about noon 
today . 
Both of the girls hav e brown 
hair, which knocked the bottom out 
of a Winters clew because the little 
girl who is missing has v ery black 
hair and dark ey es. 
Mrs. Brooks was v ery much dis­ 
turbed’when she learned the mission 
of the two 
officials. 
She 
declared 
v ery strenuously that all three child­ 
ren were hers. 
The sheriff has made 
sev eral in­ 
quiries and has sev eral people work­ 
ing on the clew as it is possible that 
the shanty referred to may be situa­ 
ted in a different direction from New 
Salem. 
A. J . Ross of Andersonv ille 
v .-as notified and he 
said 
that 
he 
would see if any family answering 
the description of that mentioned in 
the message could be found. 
The clew was contained in a dis­ 
patch from The Star at Sacramento 
to the Daily Republican.

ing the supposed location of the girl 
suspected of being

His attorney s 
argued that he was under the same 
rules as the 1 nited States Army 
and not amenable to civ il courts. 
The plea in abatement was filed by 
Ball’s attorney s to prev ent trial i>y 
civ il courts and to make possible 
trial by court martial. 
The decision today is an important 
one, for it brings 
the problem of 
conflicting jurisdiction of civ il and 
military authority ohe’ step nearer 
solution.

Hut from every field there are 
calls for great advances. 
The mis­ 
sionaries abroad believe that their

force 
should 
probably 
be 
doubled in order to meet worthily the 
present opportunity. 
Nearly 200,001) 
persons per year are now being re­ 
ceived into church membership from 
these fields, but this number could 
probably be doubled if there were 
workers enough. 


In view of these great needs the 
Home and Foreign M issionary lead­ 
ers of the United States and Canada 
are engaging 
this year 
in a great 
combined effort to interest and enlist 
all churches more generally and more 
fully in this missionary 
business. 
They have requested and secured the 
Laymen’s Missionary Movement to 
take general charge of the organiza­ 
tion of the field campaign. 
The Mis­ 
sionary Education 
Movement has 
prepared an 
exhibit of 
literature 
which will he used at all of the con­ 
ferences. 
The plan is to hold inter­ 
denominational conferences, lasting 
two days each, in as many cities and 
towns 
as 
possible. 
Twenty-one 
teams of speakers have been ►organ­ 
ized for the United Slates alone, in 
addition to .several teams in Canada. 
Some of these teams will conduct as 
many as forty different conferences. 


About three hundred conferences 
have already been held, and prelim­ 
inary arrangements for other*? are 
going forward in nearly all sections 
of the country. 
The total number of 
conferences will reach well over five 
hundred. 
All o f them are for the 
I one purpose of informing church peo­ 
ple of the crying need of a great ad­ 
vance in mission work both at home 
| and abroad, together 
with an ex- 
ploitation of those methods that have 
proved most 
effective in 
enabling 
churches and whole cities and de­ 
nominations to multiply their m is­ 
sionary output. It is also found that 
the churches that do most for others 
are the best off 
themselves.

A Native of Indiana. 
Indianapolis, Feb. 20.—Mrs. Steven­ 
son was twice married. 
Before her 
first marriage she was Miss Fanny 
Vandegrift, born and brought up in In­ 
dianapolis. 
She was married to Sam­ 
uel Osbourne, who was private secre­ 
tary to Governor Willard in 1857-60, 
and they moved to California. 
The 
marriage proved unhappy, and after a 
few years Mrs. Osbourne obtained a 
divorce and went to France with her 
young son to study art. 
In 1878, 
while she was living in France, Steven­ 
son, then traveling in Europe, met her 
and they became attached to each 
other. 
In 1879, when she returned to 
California, he followed, that being his 
first visit to the United States. 
From 
lack of means he crossed the ocean 
as a steerage passenger and traveled 
from New York to San Francisco in 
the cheapest way. They were married 
in San Francisco, May 9, 1880. 
This 
marriage was a very happy one and 
during the rest of Stevenson’s life 
they were never apart. 
Mrs. Steven­ 
son nursed her husband during years 
of failing health, and was with him 
when he died at their home in Samoa, 
Dec. 3, 1894.
